The Operations Officer is responsible for coordinating scientific activities and logistical support for various projects supported
by the vessel. In addition to providing operational support, the Operations Officer will be assigned watch-standing duties and
collateral duties.

He/she may also be required to assist with the supervision of junior OOD's.
